Facher haus communicared co theSonthe fame Divine 
Effuice by which he is God: Chritt is the perfect 
Image end Similicuce of Father, and therefore 
his proper Son. but becween Homan and Divirc 
Generation, ths Liference mut be carefully cb- 
ferved, thac the frit is performed by Derivation 
or Deciiion of Part of the Subftarce of the farher: 
Whereas the Lffence of Ged is Incorporeal, Spini- 


tual and Indivifible, and therefore by Generation | 
wholly communicated to him that is Begotten. 
Again, in Natural Conception, the Father pre- 
ceedeth the Son: But the Effence which Ged al- 
ways had without Beginning, without Beginning 
he did communicate, And this Remark juftifics 
the Affertion in the Athenafian Creed, which the 
Querift Objects againft. And it is alfo apparent 
from what has been faid, how Chrift is the only 
Begotten Son of God, fince in him is feund the 
perfect Similitude of God, which is in no created 
Being. Bur then it will be faid, why fhow'd not 


the dloly Ghoit be alfo called the Son of God, Gnce 


to him is allio fully communicated the Divine Ef 
fence. To which we Anfwer then in the Lan- 


‘gaape of Holy Scriptures and the Church, the Holy 


Ghoftis never faid to be Begotten, but to proceed 


from the Father, nor is he ever called the Son bur

ferved by the help of a long Telefcope that there 
are {mall round Cavities, by the ihadows falling 
inwards, which canhot agree with the {mooth 
— Spherical Superficies of the Sea. As a farther Con- 
firmation of this, there are never cbleryed any 
Clouds to intercept our Profpect of any Part of rhe 
- Moon, but the whole appears conitantly Clear and 
Serene : For if there were either Seas or Rivers in 
the Moon there wou'd be undoubtedly Clouds allo, 
betaufe the Sin has a Power cf tating Vapours 
and Exhalations there as well as here, it there 
were proper Matrer to Work upon ; burthe Moon 
is fo far frow this, rhat itis obferved to want even 
an Atmo.phere. Fur if it had any, the exueme 


Circumfere:: ¢ of i.s Disk cou’d not be to accurate. 


ly obferved, as on the contrary it often is when any 
Star is feen to approach it, This want of Water 
and Air in the Moon is a ftrong Objection againtt 
the currer Opinicn of the Moun’s being a Habira- 
be World For what is there that 
either Vege.cbie er Senfible Cicatures can tebfitt 
ina Soil tharis diy and ditiiure of Water, fince 

Aowture icems tocneceflary a Pare both of ther 
Cempefition and Aliment? This indeed is te us 
aniatuperabie Difficalry, and leaves us no Ruoat 
for a probable Conjecture.
